Blue Spring is justly regarded as one of
Missouri’s most beautiful springs. The vivid
blue color is caused to some degree by the
spring’s depth of 310 feet and load of
dissolved minerals. It can be influenced by
weather, rainfall and other factors, but it is
rarely disappointing.

This trail leads about a half mile to the
spring. Turn left at the trail junction to
reach the spring. A right turn will take you
to the Powder Mill Campground where you
can connect to the Ozark Trail.

* Please do not swim or wade in the spring.
Springs are very delicate ecosystems.

e Carry out any litter, or use the below-ground
trash cans at the spring.

e No fishing in the spring.

* Please stay on the trail in the spring area.
